THE BLOOD-HORSE 
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Three Men on a Horse Market 


HE Horseman allowed the prices at Keeneland would 

be down from 1946. Not too much. Maybe 10. per 
cent. Could be 15. Wouldn’t be enough to hurt terribly. Not 
much chance of being over last year. In 1946 they averaged 
$9,912 at the Keeneland Summer Sales. That would be 
the top. Betting and purses had hit the top. Betting had 
turned down a little. Purses probably would do the same, 
or at least wouldn’t get any higher. 

But to heck with all that, said the Horseman. He knew 
what he thought. He wanted to know what we thought. 

“Oh,” we said, with the casual air of a man whom it 
doesn’t cost anything to be wrong, we wouldn’t know 
exactly. The Keeneland average this summer would be 
somewhere around $10,000 and not likely to be lower un- 
less something of a fearful nature happens before sale time. 

The Horseman was glad to hear this, because it is pleas- 
ant to hear something good, even if you don’t believe it. 
And besides, it’s easier to believe if it’s something pleasant. 

After him came an economist, name of Novick. Last 
year the Editor outguessed the Horseman on the yearling 
market; then, as now, the Horseman thought the prices 
would be down, and we thought they would be up. Novick 
outguessed both of us. He thought they would be up by 
about 30 per cent, hit it almost on the button. 

Yearling markets, the Economist said, are made by the 
same forces that make all markets. Prices should continue 
strong because the same influences are still at work—high 
national income, which means high attendance and_ play, 
which mean high prices. On the assumption that most of 
the money used to buy horses comes from horses, there should 
be as much or slightly more money available in 1947 as in 
the previous year. 

Prices in 1946, he said, responded to the 50 per cent 
increase in purses which occurred in that year, just as 1945 
prices had reflected the. more than 60 per cent increase in 
purses that occurred in the previous two-year period. Purses 
in 1947 probably will be 8 to 10 per cent over 1946. Of 
course, persons whose income this year is only 10 per cent 
over 1946 may feel poorer than they did last year, but they 
do nonetheless have a substantial sum available to spend. 

High inventories, the Economist went on, could hurt 
horse prices just as they do all other markets. But in 1946 the 
yearlings sold by auction represented the highest percentage 


of a foal crop ever offered the public. “he sharp increase 
in breeding activities will not greatly affect the number of 
horses on the tracks for several years, so there does not ap- 
pear to be the likelihood of an immediate inventory break, - 

There is talk of the lower level of mutuel play, but this 
is cause for neither surprise nor concern. The 1946 mutuels 
were high because of a combination of exceptionally good 
weather and a_ post-war hysteria which people 
indifferent to the beating which was part of a day at the races. 
The cooling of the war fever—the Economist began a series 
of gestures with two hands to show two forces at work— 
would, of itself, mean a falling off from the peak of mutuel 
play. But a wet and cold spring had also been at work to 
reduce the amount of betting. Under the circumstances, it 
is surprising and encouraging that the decline has been so 
small. “There is no indication yet of a falling off in mutuel 
play which could be translated into smaller purses by fair 
and honest race track management.” 

So the Economist had bet the Horseman that the average 
for the 1947 Keeneland Summer Sales would not be below 
$9,500. 

The Editor could think of all kinds of reasons for a 
decline in prices. ‘They were in the too-numerous-to-men- 
tion category, ranging all the way from the black market 
to Moscow. But he still thought the best way to judge the 
horse market was by judging the horse market. 

One indicator of some reliability is claiming prices. As 
a sample, during the first 15 days of racing in June 1946 
Daily Racing Form reported 396 claims for an aggregate of 
$982,650, average $2,481. Comparable 1947 figures: 295 
claims, $786,500, average $2,666. Gain in average, 7.5 per 
cent. The decline in numbers may be an indicator of 
strength; when horses can be claimed easily, there is less 
necessity to buy yearlings. 

Possibly the claiming figures in New York alone may 
be more significant. In 1946, first 15 days of racing in 
June, it was 14 head for $76,000, average $5,429. In 1947, 
14 head for $92,700, average $6,621. Gain in average, 22 
per cent. Private sales seem to indicate a similar strength. 

Finally, the catalogue for Keeneland seems to be slight- 
ly “loaded” for a higher average. Market breeders are 
depending more upon top sires and good mares. And there 
are 59 per cent colts, as against 56 per cent sold in 1946.

Monmouth Keeps Them Happy: 
Assault Carries His Weight 


New YorK 

The Monmouth Park opening was a 
very pleasant affair. About 17,000  pa- 
trons were pleased with the track, and the 
track was equally pleased to see 17,000 
patrons. Some 2,500 of these came down 
from New York, the trip being an easy 
one, and I should guess that Monmouth 
will cut into Jamaica quite a bit. The 
plan for next year, still tentative, of 
course, is to try for dates in late July and 
August. New York racing will be up- 
state at Saratoga in the latter months, so 
a really big volume of patronage should 
tour down the eastern Jersey coast. 

I think I reported last year that Mon 
mouth has an excellent grandstand, roomy, 
well ventilated. and comfortable. There 
are so many aisies and exits that they do 
not get congested and you can move about 
without jostling. The customers are thus 
spared that sudden revulsion against the 
human race which comes from being 
pushed and crowded and squeezed all 
through a hot afternoon. 

This is telling tales out of school, but 
then Brownie Leach wasn’t doing public- 
ity for Churchill Downs when it happened. 
We were at a Derby—War Admiral’s, | 
think—and we had been stepped on and 
bumped and fallen against all through a 
very long and humid May afternoon. Af- 
terward we went into a dining room where 
there was to be some sort of dinner. Be- 
low us the tremendous Derby crowd was 
pouring out an exit, close-packed, shoving, 
and sweating. Mr. Leach expressed his 
feelings very simply. He opened the win- 
dow and said “BOO!” I have felt the 
same way many times. At Monmouth you 
may leave on somewhat better terms with 
your fellow men. 

This year Monmouth has a club house 
which surpasses its grandstand consider- 
ably. In only two visits I was never very 
sure how many levels there were, but there 
are four or five, varying in quality between 
elegance and splendor. Monmouth is, in 
brief, a modern race track, and its officers 
and directors take a proper pride in it. 
It is built on the very sound principle that 
the more comfortable and attractive you 
make a race track, the more people will 
come to it. This idea does not sound 
novel, but it has been incorporated into 
race track construction only recently. 

New Jersey, of course, is the principal 
development in racing since southern Cali- 
fornia got interested. With three tracks, 
all commodious and architecturally pleas- 
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ing, and a season of about 120 days, the 
State has more high-grade racing than any 
other except New York. There is every 
likelihood of a squall over dates next year, 
because a good deal of New Jersey pa- 
tronage is seasonal, and the season lasts 
from about July 1 through Labor Day. 
Otherwise racing affairs in New Jersey 
are in a very good way, and I think that 
Thoroughbred breeding is spreading in 
the State. 


New Leader 


The Brooklyn Handicap was, for one 
furlong, the most interesting race I’ve seen 
this year. That furlong was, of course. 
the one in which Assault made his charge 
with Stymie pelting after him. There’s 
nothing trivial about 133 pounds. The 
only horse that has accepted more weight 
at such a distance in recent years (this 
side of Discovery ?—Ep.), as well as I can 
recall. was Devil Diver. It is nice to note, 
too, that there has been no conversation 
about Assault being a small horse and in- 
capable of carrying more than 130 pounds. 

Well. for that furlong, the big question 
was. could 133 pounds stop him?  Partic- 
ularly, could it pull him back to Stymie, 
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which had only 124 and specializes in run- 
ning horses down in the stretch. Around 
the last turn he was going a bit faster than 
Assault, it seemed to me, and when the 
King Ranch colt got to the front, Stymie 
was litthe more than a length away. At 
the end of the furleng the uncertainty was 
over and Assault was coming away. 

When Arcaro came back, the first thing 
he wanted to know was how much he won 
by. When he was told three lengths, he 
said. “I shouldn’t have let him win by that 
much. but with all that weight I was afraid 
to slow him up.” 

However. I should judge that Assault 
needn't have too much trouble with the 
handicappers. There’s the $100.000 Em- 
pire Gold Cup coming, at weight for age, 
three or four stakes at Saratoga in which 
allowances are moderate, the Saratoga and 
Jockey Club Gold Cups, and the Pimlico 
Special, making a half-dozen or so good 
races in which Assault will have to carrv 
only scale weignt. 

It is rather obvious, now, that if any- 
thing in this country is to run with him 
at levels, it has to be Armed. If these two 
can be got together, the question of the 
best horse in training can be settled in 
about two minutes and two seconds. 


Deep Water 


Jet Pilot's 2-year-old brother, Deep 
Water. is at least a month away from a 
race and possibly more, but he still holds 
considerable promise. It was noted from 
Aiken last March that he was quite small, 
but he has grown rather well, and now 
stands something like 15:3, the measure- 
ment being by eye rather than with the 
standard. He has developed, too, and 
has a good deal of power behind. 

Pedigree apart. he is one of the best 
named colts of the season, because when 
you go to $40,000 for a horse you aren’t 
standing in any wading pool. 

Deep Water, you remember, is owned by 
a syndicate. Lazy F Ranch, Mill River 
Stable, and A. B. Hancock, Jr. each have 
a third of him, having bought him from 
last summer’s Keeneland sale. At the 
time he was purchased, the question of 
who should train him—Horatio Luro, who 
handles the Mill River horses, or Oleg 
Dubassoff, who trains for Lazy F—was 
settled by the toss of a coin. Dubassoff 
won, or at least he still thinks he won; 
Deep River will decide that himself later. 
He’s a well made kind of a colt, and he 
hasn't been hurried, so maybe around the 
end of the Saraioga meeting he'll get into 
action. 


Barry Whitehead has been appointed 
racing secretary at Golden Gate Fields, 
the San Francisco track that is to open 
September 9 for a 41-day meeting. He 
had the same job in 1941, when the plant 
ran for only five days, then closed because 
of a muddy track. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE 
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Fasig-Tipton Company President Dies 


At Saratoga last August Kenneth N. Gil- 
pin, owner of Kentmere Farm in Virginia 
and since the beginning of 1945 president 
of the Fasig-Tipton Company. suffered an 
attack of coronary thrombosis. After sev- 
eral weeks in the Presbyterian Hospital 
in New York he recovered sufficiently to 
resume restricted activity, and in the win- 
ter went to Florida for a long rest. In 
\pril he re-entered the New York hospital 
for an attempt to dissolve the blood clot 
which had endangered his life. Progress 
apparently was satisfactory, and he was to 
have been discharged from the hospital 
Tuesday of this week. 

It was very much a shock, then, when 
death came to Kenneth Gilpin in the late 
afternoon of Saturday, June 21. 

Mr. Gilpin, born in Baltimore 57 years 
ago. was a grandson of B. F. Newcome, 
president of the Atlantic Coast Line. A 
eraduate of the University of Virginia. 
he served six terms in the Virginia Legis- 
lature. In the first World War he was a 
Navy flier. first in the British service, later 
in the American. In the second World 
War he was an executive officer in the 
American Air Forces. with the rank of 
major. 

At Kentmere, his estate at Boyce, Va., 
he had been a breeder of Thoroughbreds 
and a consignor to the yearling sales for 
more than twenty years. The first stakes 
winner he bred was the steeplechaser Fly- 
man, foaled in 1923. Other stakes win- 
ners credited to him were Prince d’Amour. 
Princess Camelia, Uncle Donald, Dunlin 
Lady. Kenty Miss. Sun Teddy, Araho Lass, 
and Tedbriar. 

The last-named three of these were all 
by *Teddy, the famous French. stallion 
which he and F. Wallis Armstrong im- 
ported in the latter years of his life. 
*Teddy stood four seasons at Kentmere 
and is buried there. The sons and daugh- 
ters he got in America represent Mr. Gil- 
pin’s principal influence on American 
breeding. 

Mr. Gilpin’s influence on other aspects 
of the Turf was considerable. He was 
president of the Virginia Horsemen’s Asso- 
ciation and was generally a leader in any 
organized activity of Virginia breeders. In 
January, 1945, he and William H. La Boy- 
teaux (who died in January, 1947) took 
over the Fasig-Tipton Company, for many 
years the leading organization for the con- 
duct of Thoroughbred and Standardbred 
auction sales. 

In the Fasig-Tipton Company Mr. Gil- 
pin was the majority stockholder, the re- 
mainder of the stock being divided be- 
tween the La Boyteaux estate and Frank 
J. Heller. of New York. His death is not 
expected to affect plans for the Saratoga 
sales. He was not a large holder of breed- 
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ing stock, his stud having been dispersed 
in 1939. His recent consignments to Sara- 
toga were gathered largely by purchases 
from other breeders. 

It is though not yet an- 
nounced, that Mr. Gilpin’s son Tyson will 
succeed him as president of Fasig-Tjpton. 
Tyson McGhee Gilpin, since his discharge 
from the Army, bas been making himself 
familiar with the company’s operation.

ALL ABOARD 


The end of the breeding season always 
brings to Humphrey S. Finney, field secre- 
tary of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ As- 
sociation, the problem of returning to their 
home farms the Maryland-owned mares 
which had been sent to Kentucky to be 
bred. Besides working out a schedule for 
collecting the mares from widely scattered 
establishments around Lexington and 
loading them aboard railway express cars, 
Mr. Finney also faces the matter of finding 
enough men to ride with the horses on the 
train.

HASTE AT HOLLYWOOD 


After poring over a picture of the finish 
in the 1,;';-mile Golden State Breeders’ 
Handicap at Hollywood Park on June 21, 
the judges announced a dead heat be- 
tween See-Tee-See and Artillery. And 
after staring at the story told by the elec- 
tric timer, track officials also announced 
that the horses had reached the wire in 
1:41545, equaling the world record. 

Artillery (121), owned by Walter G. 
McCarty’s Rolling Hills Farm, had taken 
the lead on the backstretch. See-Tee-See 
(118), owned by C. T. Clifford’s Hacienda 
de Cortez, came up in the last furlong to 
pull even with him. The performance 
equaled Snow Boots’ record set at Santa 
Anita Park on January 11, 1946, under 
117 pounds. 

On the day before, Buzfuz had won a 
seven-furlong overnight handicap — in 
1:21+5. equaling the world record set by 
Honeymoon at the same track on June 3.

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STAKES AND HORSES 
Assault Goes 
Past Whirlaway 


The fifty-ninth running of the Brooklyn 

Handicap on June 21 was more than just 
another race. It was more than just an- 
other Brooklyn, too, though Aqueduct’s 
114-mile handicap never lacks interest. 
\ This year the Brooklyn had_ peculiar 
importance: In the field of five were As- 
sault and Stymie, and victory for either 
would make him the world’s leading 
money winner. 


First money of $38,100 would run Sty- 
mie’s earnings to $584,535, place him 
about $23.000 beyond Whirlaway’s $561,- 
161. Assault, if he won, would have 
$576,670. 

There had been a possibility that the 
contenders might run one-two in a race 
whose purse value would carry them both 
past Calumet’s long-tailed hero, but the 
Brooklyn arrived before this situation de- 
veloped. The purse and fertunes of the 
Aqueduct feature could take only one of 
them to the top, except in the case of a 
dead _ heat. 

The Brooklyn had closed in May with 
37 nominations, but only five horses went 
to the post. Of the overnight entries, Gal- 
lorette seemed to have the best chance of 
beating Stymie and Assault, but she was 
scratched, leaving Larky Day, Concordian, 
and Windfields to compete. 


ST Y MIE 


Another absorbing angle to the race 
was the matter of weights. Assault (133) 
for the first time was carrying more than 
130 pounds, and his owner’s acceptance 
of the conditions was received with satis- 
faction by many observers. There had 
been a noticeable tendency on the part of 
owners and handicappers to peg the top 
weight for 114 miles at 130 pounds, or 
lower. Stymie was getting in with nine 
pounds less than Assault. Next highest 
was Concordian, with 114. 


At the Start, a Stumble 


Assault stumbled at the start, almost 
furrowed the ground with his nose, but 
recovered immediately and was in front 
when he gained full stride. Jockey Eddie 
Arearo eased him back, and Windfields, 
Canadian-owned-and-bred, took over. 

Windfields went along easily in :23, 
:4725. 1:1215, 1:38. Jockey Abelardo 
DeLara, who had reduced five pounds to 
ride Windfields and yet was five over- 
weight at 109, knew that the race wasn’t 
to be won at the intermediate poles, saved 
all the ground end all the strength he 
could for the stretch drive. 

Concordian lay second by three or four 
lengths, Larky Day was third, Assault 
was fourth, Stymie last. On the far turn 
Arcaro began to move on the outside with 
Assault, Basil James clucked to Stymie. 
At the head of the lane Windfield’s four- 
length lead had melted to less than one, 
Assault was getting stronger. 

Assault and Stymie went past the others, 
the King Ranch 4-year-old opening up to 
three lengths at the wire. Stymie was sec- 
ond,. four lengths ahead of Larky Day. 
Windfields stopped to last place. 


WINDFIELDS 


Windfields lost the lead when Assault moved forward on the turn in the Brooklyn 
Handicap. Stymie, starting from farther back, ran past the others but couldnt catch 


Assault. 
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Assault’s 


victory under 133 pounds 
made him one of a triumvirate. Exter- 
minator had won the Brooklyn in 1922 
carrying 135, Discovery had won in 1936 
with 136. 

Two former leading money winners had 
triumphed in the Brooklyn, but victory in 
the race had not carried them to the fore. 
The $23.650 earned by Whirlaway (under 
128 pounds) in 1942 brought his earnings 
to $404,486. He was the second horse in 
history to pass the $400,000-mark. but he 
was to need two more races before passing 
Seabiscuit’s $437.730. 

When the 4-year-old Seabiscuit (122) 
won the Brooklyn in 1937, the $18,025 
first money raised his earnings to $105,505.

Man ©’ War took the leadership on Oc- 
tober 12. 1920, when he defeated Sir Bar- 
ton in a match at Kenilworth Park.

Gallant Fox won the Lawrence Realiza- 
tion on September 6, 1930, to pass Zev on 
the list. and later won the Jockey Club 
Cup before retiring. 

Sun Beau set a new record in the Arl- 
ington Handicap on August 1, 1931. 

Seabiscuit moved to the top in winning 
the Santa Anita Handicap on March 2, 
1940. 

Whirlaway passed Seabiscuit by win- 
ning the Massachusetts Handicap at Suf- 
folk Downs, July 15, 1942. 

Assault moved past Whirlaway by win- 
ning the Brooklyn Handicap on June 21, 
1947, 
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Armed Strikes the Reef Again 


Since March 22, when he was injured 
while winning the 114-mile Gulfstream 
Park Handicap. Armed had been on the 
hospital list. He was coming out almost 
three months later in the six-furlong Dom- 
ino Handicap, at Arlington Park on June 
21. 

It was not unusual for the Calumet 
Farm gelding to race in sprints, and it 
was not unusual fer him to win at six fur- 
longs, though he is mainly raced at the 
middle distances. But a precedent would 
have been broken had he won the Domino. 
In this race he was carrying 132 pounds, 
and the record showed that though he had 
won at 129 and 130, he had not been able 
to win under heavier weight. 

His first attempt to carry a load greater 
than 130 was in the Fall Highweight 
Handicap at Belmont Park in September. 
1945. He was a good horse that year, his 
second season of racing, but he was not 
good enough to pack 135 pounds and beat 
the top sprinter True North, which car- 
ried 140. 

It was the following May, in the six-fur- 
long Jennings Handicap at Pimlico, when 
he next came out under more than 130. 
This time he was in with 132, and he went 
under again, finishing fourth to New 
Moon, Brookfield, The Doge. 

A little more than a month later he was 
assigned 132 in ihe Equipoise Mile at Ar- 
lington Park. He was beaten by Witch 
Sir and Old Kentuck. 

After that race he was not assigned 
more than 130 pounds until the Domino 
Handicap. Armed is a versatile gelding: 
in a race at almost any distance he can go 
up on the pace and wear out the front 


runners, or he can be rated back in the 
field until the leaders begin to tire. 

In the Domino there was considerable 
early speed. Armed was kept back in the 
second division of the race. Spy Song, 
Sea Snack, Three Dots, Rippey. and With 
Pleasure would fight for the lead. They 
did. and all but With Pleasure got enough. 
As the Brolite Farm colt opened a lead 
in the stretch, Armed moved up on the out- 
side. making the closing rush which he 
normally delivers under such circum- 
stances. But With Pleasure was carrying 
only 114 pounds, 18 fewer than Armed, 
and the Calumet gelding missed catching 
him by a length. Spy Song. carrying 120, 
was third, half a length behind Armed. 
The rest of the field was 714 lengths back, 
at the nearest. 

The race was run in :2235, :45, 1:0944, 
two fifths under Myrtlewood’s track rec- 
ord, set in 1935 under 113 pounds. 

When Armed drew his bead during the 
stretch run, those who had backed With 
Pleasure doubtless did some sweating. 
For them it was the second crisis of the 
race. At the gate, With Pleasure had 
thrown Jockey Charlie Swain, who re- 
ceived an injured ankle. Jockey Jack 
Richard was drafted hastily, rose to the 
occasion with an excellent performance.

The Brooklyn Handicap extended As- 
sault’s current victory streak to four con- 
secutive triumphs for 1947, beginning with. 
the Grey Lag Handicap on May 3. His 
other wins were in the Dixie and Suburban 
Handicaps. 

He was foaled March 26, 1943, at the 
King Ranch, in Texas, where his sire, Bold 
Venture. is at stud. As a weanling he 
injured his right fore foot by stepping on 
a surveyor’s stake, and as a result has had 
a deformity that has been overcome by 
Trainer Max Hirsch’s skill in growing a 
sound hoof and in designing the proper 
kind of shoe. 

Last summer, when he seemed at the 
peak of form, he was beaten back to last 
in the Arlington Classic. It developed 
later that he was suffering from a calcium 
deposit in his kidneys. This overcome, he 
returned to the winner’s circle and ended

Six at Ascot 


Remembering what had happened in 
1946. English Turfmen braced themselves 
for a Gallic going-over at Ascot. Last 
year, as the famous course adjusted itself 
to its pre-war routine—the highest-class 
four days of racing in the world—France’s 
Marcel Boussac won the Gold Cup with 
the unbeaten Caracalla, the Hardwicke 
Stakes with Priam. and the Queen Alex- 
andra Stakes with Caracalla’s half-brother 


Marsyas. To these the French-bred but 
strictly English-pedigreed Sayani added 


the principal sprint race of the meeting, 
the Royal Hunt Cup. 

This year the Frenchmen were coming 
in full force. and England’s sportsmen, 
who take their beatings with unexampled 
grace, sought to make the best of the situ- 
ation by joining in the wagering on the 
invaders. 


It was headline news, then. when Ascot’s 


candidates, notably in the Queen Anne 
Stakes and Gold Vase. 

The next day the French-foaled Black 
Rock, by Black Devil (American-bred son 
of *Sir Gallahad 3rd—La Palina), won 
the Churchill Stakes and Mr. Boussac’s 


Djerid, a 2-year-old, won the Chesham 
Stakes. But English horses got all the 


others. including the Royal Hunt Cup and 
Coronation Stak2s. which H. G. Blagrave 
won with Master Vote and Saucy Sal, both 
by Atout Maitre (by Vatout). 


On the third day came the Gold Cup, at 
approximately $44,650 the richest race 
ever run in England. Last year French- 
bred horses had run one-two-three. This 
year it was only one-two. 

Favorite for the 140-year-old distance 
test was the French-bred Chanteur (Chan- 
teur 2nd in England), which the London 
bookmaker William Hill had bought for a 
reported price of £70.000 (about $280.- 
000) a few days earlier, on the principle 
that if you can’t beat them. join them. He 
went to the post at odds of 10 to 11, while 
6 to 4 was available against Souverain. 
which as a 3-year-old last year was def- 
initely superior to anything of his age in 
France or England.

Next day two more French-bred horses 
won. Mr. Boussac’s Nirgal took the Hard- 
wicke Stakes, and the 1946 Cesarewitch 
winner Monsieur l’Amiral captured the 
Queen Alexandra Stakes, longest flat race 
in England, 234 miles and 75 yards. To 
everybody’s surprise, the French had done 
no better than in 1946. 

For the numerous French-bred invaders 
there were special excuses. The 
weather, for one thing, had favored them. 
French racers are supposed to be a little 
more at home on soft going than the aver- 
age English Thoroughbred. The ancient 
Ascot Turf was soft enough; on the sec- 
ond and fourth days it was under steady 
rain. 


The rain brought far more pain to As- 
cot’s huge crowds than to England’s horse- 
men. The meeting was now restored to 
its former status as a fashion parade, and 
its finery was displayed at a considerable 
disadvantage. 

But the Royal family was in attendance 
every day, arriving in open landaus drawn 
by the Windsor grays, with the cockaded 
outriders in scarlet livery, the postilions in 
powdered wigs and black velvet caps and 
liveried in blue and gold. Between races 
the princesses went down to the paddock 
and stood with the crowd on the concrete 
steps overlooking the walking ring in 
Ascot’s huge paddock. 

Winners of Ascot’s races are indicated 
in an accompanying list (originally pre- 
pared for use in connection with Pedigree 
Points. which had to be withdrawn as a 
result of space limitation). The list is not 
quite complete. owing to the failure of 
cabled reports to give the names of three 
of the races: the names of the races won 
by Combat. Ariostar. and Lerins-Delirium 
(dead heat) have been guessed from pre- 
vious Ascot programs. 

The six French-bred winners are Black 
Rock. Djerid, Lerins. Souverain, Nirgal, 
and Monsieur l’Amiral.

Not All Eye Injuries Serious; 
Examination Should be Made 


Some while ago a horse owner and 
prospective buyer at the Thoroughbred 
sales asked if it were possible to tell by 
physical examination if a horse had had 
an attack of periodic ophthalmia that was 
now in its quiescent phase. 

An examination made by a veterinarian 
using an ophthalmoscope could detect any 
damage done by the disease. In some in- 
stances if the attack is either mild or has 
had good veterinary care and nursing, Lit- 
tle damage is done. In this case it would 
not be detectable. 

Another horseman said he doubted very 
much whether an owner would allow such 
an examination to be made at the time of 
the sales, for the simple reason that people 
are not accustomed to seeing an examina- 
tion made with an instrument, and this 
would immediately indicate unsoundness 
in the animal. 

Unfortunately this is true. It is unfor- 
tunate for both the buyer and the seller, 
for a pre-sale physical exam would ma- 
terially aid both. Right now, all eye in- 
juries are considered equally serious. But 
some are very trivial, and if correctly diag- 
nosed and brought to the attention of the 
owner or prospective buyer, they ought to 
make little difference in a horse’s price. 

The young foal may have one or more 
of several conditions of the eyes. Pyosep- 
ticemia (generalized infection) of the foal, 
wherein both eyes become filled with pus 
and the foal becomes totally blind, is oc- 
casionally seen. Seldom does a foal in this 
condition live, but with recent advance- 
ment in treatment, the use of penicillin, 
blood transfusions, sulfa drugs, and the 
like, more foals will be saved. In the re- 
covered cases I have seen, the eyes re- 
turned to normal. 

Weak and premature foals sometimes 
have luxations of the lens. That is, in- 
stead of being fitted in place, the lens is 
within the interior chamber of the eye. 
Sometimes this luxation is complete, that 
is, it occupies no part of the space behind 
the pupil. Sometimes it is partial, being 
held partially in place. Sometimes the lat- 
ter cases recover. I have never heard of 
one of the former cases recovering. In 
either case the foal will be able to see, but 
will not be able to focus. Therefore it will 
be a dangerous animal to use in any ca- 
pacity where good sight is needed. 

There are also congenital cataracts. The 
foal is born with an opacity of the lens. 
These are hopeless cases. 

In the mature horse all of these condi- 
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tions may be seen, in addition to the ones 
it may acquire as it grows. That diet af- 
fects the eyes is well known. The lesions 
that specific deficiencies produce are not 
well known in horses. I have seen the 
lenses of horses raised in confinement that 
resemble closely the condition caused by 
vitamin-deficient diets fed to rabbits. 


The Role of Diet 


The Veterinary Corps research group 
then working at the Aleshire Remount 
Depot, Front Royal, Va., indicated that 
the addition of riboflavin to the diet will 
prevent periodic ophthalmia from develop- 
ing in horses that have not previously had 
attacks. Since this information was re- 
leased a little over a year ago, all depot- 
raised animals have had riboflavin added 
to the diet and not one case of this disease 
has occurred in any of these animals at 
the Remount Depot, ] am informed. 


Strangely enough, one large breeding 
farm which used to be troubled with 
periodic ophthalmia has been practically 
free of it for several years. Better general 
health of their animals has always been 
their aim, but no direct steps against 
periodic ophthalmia have been taken. 

Perhaps periodic ophthalmia has de- 
creased in importance, like some other 
diseases in the past, due to improved 
methods in animal husbandry and feeding. 

Conditions affecting the iris and retina 
(deeper parts of the eye) are most com- 
monly caused by periodic ophthalmia. 
These conditions cannot be seen by mere 
physical examinations; an instrument 
must be used. 

The most common conditions noticeable 
to everyone are the spots or opacities of 
the cornea (the skin of the eye). These 
opacities are most usually caused by an 
injury, and more often than not are not 
serious. Horses with these opacities are 
seldom blind or seldom go blind. A physi- 
cal examination can determine the degree 
of disability if any exists. 


A few veterinarians have observed a con- 
dition that occurs in bands of horses 
wherein a small corneal blister appears 
and bursts. If no infection enters the 
wound it heals with a small scar. If the 
wound becomes infected a large scar 
(white spot) will be left in the eye. This 
condition acts like a specific disease, but 
the cause is unknown. In fact it is usu- 
ally diagnosed as an injury, but such is 
not the case. Prompt treatment of all 
wounds of the cornea can reduce scar tis- 
sue and minimize disability. 

A thorough examination of the eyes 
should be part of any physical examina- 
tion, and should not be so rarely made 
that a casual observer readily jumps to the 
conclusion that any horse being examined 
with an ophthalmoscope is ipso facto 
blind. 

The eye of the horse is a very delicate 
organ—equally as delicate as its human 
counterpart—and drastic treatments of the 
eye are inhuman and hardly less than 
criminal. 


Like a Cracked Windshield 


Treatments change constantly as schools 
of ophthalmology discover and recommend 
new methods. Cuts or abrasions are 
treated with oils or ointments with or with- 
out medicine. Castor oil, cod liver oil, 1 
per cent yellow oxide of mercury, merthio- 
late 1-5,000, 5 per cent sulfathiazole oint- 
ment, and combinations of these contain- 
ing atropine and butyn are used. The lat- 
ter is a local anesthetic and relieves pain 
and itching. All of these and others are 
used as the case warrants. Inner-eye dis- 
ease and ophthalmitis are treated by use 
of injectionable drugs and by local appli- 
cations of drugs with a general action, 
such as atropine sulfate and butyn. 

I recall a very worried trainer who had 
put atropine into an eye, not knowing that 
tnis alkaloid would be picked up in the 
saliva test. He was questioned, but his 
case was evidently understood by sympa- 
thetic racing officials. Caution must be 
used when any such drug is given. 

One of the most damnable of all eye 
treatments still being used by many is the 
blowing of an abrasive into the eye to “cut 
the film.” There is no film—that white 
opacity is in the tissue. It can be likened 
to the color within a cracked windshield— 
scraping the outside isn’t going to take 
that away. However, there is a good 
chance that the lymph and blood vessels 
may carry this color away from within the 
tissues. 

When severe cuts or infections of the eye 
are treated, it is sometimes advisable to 
sew the eyelid together to guarantee im- 
movability and rest for the organ. 

A very fine nursing aid is the applica- 
tion of a soft bandage or hood with or 
without medicated packs. This bandage 
keeps out dirt and light and adds comfort 
to the patient, besides improving the con- 
ditions needed for a good recovery.

Soil Rebuilding} 
At Montana Hall 


In 1934 Mr. and Mrs. Abram S. Hewitt 
acquired the Montana Hall farm of a 
thousand acres, more or less, in the Shen- 
andoah Valley, near White Post, Va. Its 
name, which has puzzled many people, was 
given it in the 1880's by its owner at that 
time, who had gone West and made a big 
stake in Montana mines. 

His daughter, Mrs. Reid Reilly, in- 
herited the place, and with her husband 
made a considerable success of breeding 
yearlings for the Saratoga Sales. One of 
the best to come from the farm was the 
$50,500 War Feathers (by Man o’ War), 
who, although a failure on the track, much 
more than repaid her purchase price as a 
broodmare. 

Things went badly for the Reillys after 
the 1929 stock market break, however, as 
indeed they did for many other breeders 
of bloodstock, and the place went to a 
bank, from which the Hewitts purchased 
it. Although buildings and fences were 
run down, most of the farm was in grass 
so that there had been little chance for 
erosion. 

The soil was Hagerstown loam with fre- 
quent outcroppings of limestone that 
analysed better than 97 per cent calcium. 
No doubt but that it was good land for 
livestock, particularly horses. W. S. Kil- 
mer raised Sun Beau on this type of 
soil. B. B. Jones raised Gallant Knight 
and Ethel Grey. Kenneth Gilpin raised a 
crop of foals by *Teddy that topped the 
Saratoga market. In fact, many years ago 
the buyers for the horse-car lines in Wash- 
ington and Baltimore would pay a pre- 
mium of $10 a head for horses from this 
land because their feet could stand the 
wear and tear of city pavements. 

On the other side of the picture was the 
fact that Shenandoah Valley farmers for 


generations had been acting like miners 
instead of husbandmen. The lime and 
phosphate in which the land had originally 
been so rich, had walked away in the 
droves of steers which were driven over 
the road to Baltimore. Or the minerals 
had been carted away in four-horse wagon- 
loads of wheat that were loaded into flat- 
boats, floated down the Shenandoah to 
Harpers Ferry, shipped down the canal to 
Alexandria, and sent all over the world in 
sailing ships. 

Those were the days, more than a hun- 
dred years ago, when ihe Shenandoah Val- 
ley was known as the granary of the 
United States—and so it was. The title 
was won at the expense of millions of 
acres of fertile land, however. Every val- 
ley acre was in wheat and corn, and the 
cattle were sent to the slopes of the Blue 
Ridge to graze through the summer. 

Gradually, as the Valley farmers saw 
their yields go down and felt the competi- 
tion of grain raised on the virgin prairie 
soil of the Mid-west, they began to turn 
to clover and alfalfa and particularly to 
bluegrass, which sprang up everywhere as 
a volunteer crop. The writers in the early 
agricultural journals had looked upon it 
as a weed and had suggested various de- 
vices for getting rid of it. Later it came 
to be appreciated as ene of the most valu- 
able of feed crops. 


Manure, Lime, Super phosphate 


The Hewitts were thus confronted with 
the problem of restoring fertility. Scat- 
tered about the various barnyards were 
great piles of thoroughly rotted manure 
which had lain so long as to be totally free 
of parasites. Over many months these 
were loaded into spreaders and scattered 
on the knolls where the soil was thinnest. 
From two to three hundred cattle were 
bedded each winter on straw manure from 
the horse stalls. When this had been thor- 
oughly worked over and mixed with cattle 
manure it also was spread on the fields. 
These methods, plus the fact that a good 
pasture sward builds up top soil at the 
rate of half an inch a year, soon provided 
plenty of humus. 


In 1936 a ton per acre of ground burnt 
lime was spread, and similar applications 
of lime have since been made at regular 
intervals. 

In 1937 300 pounds to the acre of 20 
per cent superphosphate followed. The 
results of this application were not ap- 
preciable, however. In 1940 Mr. Hewitt 
employed Prof. D. B. Johnstone-Wallace 
of Cornell as farm consultant, and on his 
recommendation top-dressed in the autumn 
with 800 pounds of superphosphate, a 
treatment which has since been repeated 
at three-year intervals. 

It usually takes about three years for a 
top-dressing program of this kind to pro- 
duce maximum results, and sure enough, 
in 1943 Mr. Hewitt got them. To explain 
just how they developed, it will be neces- 
sary to review briefly his career as a 
Thoroughbred breeder. Ever since he 
was a small boy Mr. Hewitt has been a 
student of bloodlines. As a matter of 
fact at boarding school he used to spend 
many of his afternoons studying the rac- 
ing reports in old issues of the English 
Field instead of reporting for football 
practice. In his twenties he had raced 
horses in England and France, as well as 
in this country, and not even the demands 
of a successful law practice could keep 
him out of touch with the Turf. 

In the “thirties, when he first decided to 
devote a major portion of his time to 
bloodstock breeding, his near neighbor 
Kenneth N. Gilpin, of Kentmere Farm at 
Boyce, Va., had recently imported the im- 
mortal *Teddy and kad stood him with 
real success, so Mr. Hewitt brought over 
the French horses *Ksar and *Belfonds. 


The error that he made, and which he is 
always the first to point out, was that these 
were essentially distance horses whose off- 
spring did not have the early speed and 
the ability to break quickly from the gate 
which American racing demands. The 
*Teddy line, on the other hand, was quite 
exceptional among French bloodlines in 
that it possessed in considerable measure 
the speed typical of American strains. The 
use of these stallions, plus a disastrous fire 
which destroyed many of his best mares, 
set back the Hewitt breeding program 
several years. 


In 1936 Mr. Hewitt acquired Pilate from 
B. B. Jones, partly because he liked his 
pedigree and racing record, partly be- 
cause the horse had some of the best mares 
in the Coe stud during his first season. 
Until the produce of these matings got to 
the track, Mr. Hewitt bred comparatively 
few of his own mares to Pilate, but when 
Eight Thirty and Lovely Night appeared 
he decided that he had made a ten-strike. 


Phalanx and Royal Governor 


The first crop or two by Pilate out of 
the Hewitt mares were good, but not ex- 
ceptional horses. Then along came the 
foals conceived in 1943 and dropped in 
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The Cohort Sale 


By a sire noted for his 
durable and_ consistent 
winning progeny.

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1944, eight in all. [Iwo of them, Phalanx 
and Royal Governor, were placed as 2- 
year-olds in the first ten pounds of John 
Campbell’s Experimental Handicap. Only 
two other studs in the United States did 
as well. These were Calumet and Elmen- 
dorf, both of which produced many times 
the number of horses bred by Mr. Hewitt. 
Phalanx won two stakes, Royal Governor 
four. Royal Governor this year won the 
Chesapeake Trial Stakes and has placed in 
others. The race record of Phalanx, his 
victory in the Belmont in the third fastest 
total time and the second-fastest last 
quarter, are familiar te all racegoers. Sev- 
eral other members of the 1944 crop have 
done well. 


Why the sudden improvement? Was it 
just those two ton-dressings of 800 pounds 
of superphosphate that went on in 1940 
and 1943? Obviously the answer is much 
more complicated than that. involving a 
lifetime of study and experience, of trial 
and error, and of good luck as well as 
good judgment. I am quite confident, 
however, that the fertilization program 
was one of the essentials. 


Racing is highly competitive. In order 
to succeed one must have not merely most 
of the essential factors, one must have 
them all. We are inclined to forget that 
the difference between the times made in 
the great stakes races and at the half 
milers is, mathematically speaking, ex- 
tremely small. By the same token the dif- 
ference between the Triple Crown winner 
and the lowly plater is equally small ex- 
cept in dollars and cents. There it is 
enormous. 


The reasons why one horse may be the 
best of his year and another never get in 
the money are not just matters of pedigree 
and training. They can include any one 
of many other factors. not the least of 
which is soil fertility. That is something 
that no breeder, buyer. or trainer can af- 
ford to neglect.

Imported Horses Far Behind, 
But Now They Are Catching Up 


Los ANGELES 

Many of the races at Hollywood Park 
this summer are being spiced with what 
we working newspapermen refer to as a 
“dash of international flavor.” This 
phrase takes in any horse from over the 
seas, and it is nice to report that while the 
flavor keeps growing in quantity, the qual- 
ity also keeps improving. When anyone 
in racing spends good money for good 
horses, the act should be rewarded. If 
there is not already a proverb to that ef- 
fect, one should be written. 

The list of our good imported horses is 
long, and at the very top, of course, should 
go the name of *Olhaverry, although he 
is not the subject of this article; his deeds 
are already well known. 

Parenthetically, it might be added, the 
article is not about *Battant, either, al- 
though there is strong sentiment in this 
corner that he may win the $100,000 Gold 
Cup, or something almost as large, for 
Harry M. Warner, before the summer is 
out. *Battant, a South American by Par- 
wiz, out of La Cloche, by Polemarch, for 
whom $37,000 was paid at the Louis B. 
Mayer dispersal last winter, has started 
once at the meeting and was a galloping 
winner. Trainer Graceton Philpot imme- 
diately tucked him away somewhere, and 
the chances are we shall see no more of 


him until weights for the Gold Cup are 
announced. 

Last fall, however, a couple of Califor- 
nians invested a little gold in English and 
Irish bloodstock, and it is nice to report, 
even at this late date, that they are begin- 
ning to get some returns on their money. 

The horses in question were flown across 
the Atlantic last October by Mrs. Ann 
Peppers and Elwood B. Johnston, and 
were destined for racing, it was hoped, at 
Santa Anita. Several of them started 
there, but none won. But now that the 
evidence is accumulating, it is possible to 
amplify the report and state that the 
horses are better than we thought they 
were last winter, and probably not as good 
as their owners hoped they would be. 

*Sullivan, a wiry little chestnut by Pan- 
orama out of My Aid, by Knight of the 
Garter, has shown to the best advantage 
so far. He has won two good sprints at 
Hollywood Park in the rather ornate silks 
of Mrs. Peppers, who is the wife of the 
president of the Western Fruit Growers 
Association. One of his victories came on 
an afternoon when *Bazooka, his older 
brother by two years, also accounted for 
a purse. Both were bred in Ireland by 
Joseph McGrath, but were imported to 
this country more than a year apart. In 
his other race, *Sullivan placed in the 


Will Rogers stakes behind the swift On 
Trust, despite the fact that he came back 
to the barn with a shin that looked like it 
was ready to buck. 

A. R. (Ace) Williams, who took out his 
first trainer’s license at the old Emeryville 
track back in 1906, which is quite some 
ways back, is handling *Sullivan and his 
stablemates for Mrs. Peppers. He thinks 
*Sullivan, *Sir Laurence, and *Radiother- 
apy will be early stakes winners in this 
country, and is pointing *Sullivan for our 
Derby and *Radiotherapy for the Gold 
Cup. *Radiotherapy, as you may re- 
member, was third in last year’s English 
Derby, and cost Mrs. Peppers $100,000. 
He is training splendidly, and by the time 
you read this, he will have made his first 
start in this country. 

All in all, Mrs. Peppers spent something 
like $250,000 for the seven horses she im- 
ported last fall. The others are *Lolimi, 
*Dunboy, *Middle Abbey and *Hermarco. 
When they became fully versed in our 
ways of racing, they should hold their own 
with our medium-grade horses. 


Underfed and Unacquainted 


Anyone thinking about importing a 
Thoroughbred or two from England or 
Ireland might be interested in the experi- 
ences of Williams and Johnston. Because 
of the strict rationing in England, the 
horses upon their arrival in this country 
were badly in need of oats. Our courses 
were something new to them, and so were 
the receiving barns and long parades to 
the post that are the vogue in California. 
It was necessary to begin all over with 
the horses, so that any advantage gained 
by flying them to this country was lost.

American breeders today, placed as 
they are on fertile and suitable land which 
yields every requirement for the Blood- 
horse, possessed of scientific knowledge of 
rearing their young stock, and having at 
their disposal every desirable line of 
Thoroughbred horse, need never import 
another Thoroughbred horse, but by plan- 
ning their breeding programs intelligently 
and correctly in the light of lessons to be 
gleaned from careful scrutiny of past 
pedigrees, will be able to corner the 
world market in race horses and will turn 
out winners in every clime and horses of 
outstanding merit, and will thus assume 
unquestioned leadership of the Thorough- 
bred world. 

The first requirement in planned breed- 
ing would be to ascertain what strains 
should be carried on, intensified and pre- 
served, and what strains should be aban- 
doned. Whatever strange fancies breed- 
ers might have, all would agree on the 
breeding of horses to perpetuate the excel- 
lence of St. Simon, Hampton, Domino,

female they would want to perpetuate the 
benefits derived from the great mares of 
the past who have transmitted their quali- 
ties like Pilgrimage, Plaisanterie, Sceptre, 
Pretty Polly, Regret, Black Duchess, and 
other matrons of that class. 

The next requirement, having settled 
the bloodlines to be carried on, would be 
to ascertain the best method of stamping 
the characteristics, physical and mental, 
of the race horse. Having decided to 
produce a horse with the qualities of a 
selected ancestor, what has to be done 
may be put concisely in this form: 

The offspring must possess 1834 per 
cent of the blood of that ancestor. The 
“magic” percentage is 1834. 

As a result of careful scrutiny of liter- 
ally thousands of pedigrees, the writer, in 
collaboration with M. S. Fitzpatrick, is of 
the opinion that wherever or however a 
horse has been bred, whether by inbreed- 
ing or linebreeding, whether by accident 
or design, whether the breeding is homo- 
zygous or heterozygous, and whether the 
required desideratum is excellency of race 
course performance or prepotency in trans- 
mitting various qualities, or both, the op- 
timum percentage of the blood of a par-

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ticular chosen ancestor is, always has 
been, and always will be 1834 per cent. 
This without apology I term “THE FITZ- 
LUCK THEORY.” 


Chance “Almost Eliminated” 


If this truth were realized, and if the 
realization of this truth were put into ef- 
fect immediately, haphazard breeding 
plans would be laid aside, and many more 
good horses would be bred which would 
be greatly to the advantage of breeders, 
to purchasers of horses, and to the bene- 
fit of the breed itself. The writer respect- 
fully submits that the element of chance 
would be greatly reduced and in time al- 
most eliminated. The good qualities of 
the great race horses would be preserved 
eternally, in the optimum 18%4 per cent, 
in sires and in mares, and could never be 
lost. 

Today, mainly due to the foresight of 
English breeders like the present Earl of 
Derby, it is possible to find a horse (tak- 
ing one of his at random) like Gulf 
Stream, which is 1834 per cent St. Simon, 
being by a sire which is 1834 per cent St. 
Simon out of a mare which is also 1834 
per cent St. Simon. This pattern can be 
carried on in perpetuo by breeding him to 
1834 per cent St. Simon mares so that the 
English breeder will always be able to 
turn out an 1834 per cent St. Simon horse 
at will. 

St. Simon was foaled in 1881, but I 
doubt whether he was used more intelli-

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gently, scientifically, or beneficially than 
by the present Earl of Derby. The facts 
are living history. The selection of the 
robust but moderate Phalaris as a sire 
was a mild surprise and his immediate and 


spectacular success when mated with 
Chaucer mares shocked the breeding 
world. 


Reams of idle speculation have been 
written about these matings. Phalaris was 
deemed by some as a “successful outcross” 
for the highly bred mares of the Derby 
stud, while others proclaimed that an- 
other successful nick had been discov- 
ered. The truth of the matter is crystal 
clear, the pattern of the breeding is there 
for all the world to see. 

All the offspring of this, the greatest 
planned breeding success, carry 1834 per 
cent of the blood of the mighty St. Simon. 

True it is to say that this is the familiar 
pattern of the three-four generation cross; 
true it is to say that this fulfils, exempli- 
fies and again re-establishes the truth of 
Bruce Lowe’s dictum, “Return to the sire 
the best blood of his dam;” but I main- 
tain that the starting success of this breed- 
ing plan flows from the fact that, in its 
fulfilment, the resulting progeny carries 
1834 per cent of the blood of the selected 
ancestor, in this case the best selectee of 
all, the mighty St. Simon. 

This theory I propound confidently, be- 
cause, wherever and however derived, the 
race horse which carries 1834 per cent of 
any outstanding ancestor, proves himself 
excellent for Turf and breeding. 1834 per 
cent is the optimum content. 

Felstead is 1834 per cent Carbine, and 


it will be found that he will carry on this 
line. The great mare Dustwhirl is 1834 
per cent Domino; and her descendants 
will continue to be excellent and to trans- 
mit his excellence. May the excellence of 
this Domino line be ever preserved by 
strengthening and rebuilding it to 1834 
per cent in the descendants of this great 
mare. It would be tragic to let it peter 
out, and not obtain the full benefit of it 
while it exists so plentifully in America. 


Examples in America 


An example at random of its existence 
in America is the horse Superwolf. This 
colt is 1834 per cent Domino and should 
be used with planned intelligence-breed- 
ing by American breeders. 

If American breeders realize the truth 
of the Fitzluck theory, they need never go 
outside of the U. S. A. to purchase horses, 
as there is presently no good bloodline 
which is not present in the States. An ex- 
ample of this expensive and unnecessary 
importation is Bernborough, whose excel- 
lence is derived from his line breeding to 
Hampton. Bernard, on the distaff side of 
his pedigree, is 1834 per cent Hampton. 
Now there is abundance of Hampton blood 
in the U. S. A., but I have not discovered 
any planned attempts to preserve it in the 
optimum packages of 1834 per cent. 

The type of horse which I want to bring 
forcibly to the attention of the American 
breeder is Eternal Reward. What a sire 
he could make if used in _ planned 
breeding! 

His sire, Reaping Reward, is of course

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an immense success, although used not ac- 
cording to any settled plan of stabilizing 
the percentages of blood in his progeny. 
Reaping Reward, being by *Sickle (1834 
per cent St. Simon) out of Dustwhirl 
(1834 per cent Domino), is heterozygous 
in both the St. Simon and Domino quali- 
ties, and although these qualities will not 
be transmitted always, whenever he does 
transmit them or either of them, the re- 
sult makes for superlative excellence. 

Eternal Reward is 1834 per cent Sweep 
in a 3-4 generation cross and is therefore 
bound always to transmit the qualities of 
Sweep. So that the Domino qualities 
along with the Ben Brush qualities will 
always be transmitted by him. Through 
*Brocatelle he is supplied on the distaff 
side of his pedigree with the St. Simon 
and Bend Or qualities he inherits from 
his grandsire *Sickle, and will therefore 
be bound to transmit St. Simon and Bend 
Or qualities. Through Doris, the dam of 
Sunstar, he gets a line to Pilgrimage and 
as he gets one also from Chaucer through 
Canterbury Pilgrim, he will also transmit 
the qualities of the mare Pilgrimage, be- 
ing homozygous in this respect. 

I can imagine no sire anywhere of great- 
er potential value to the future of the 
Thoroughbred race horse than one with 
the foundation of Eternal Reward—of 
greater potential value than Hyperion, 
whose excellence is attributable to the 
1834 per cent St. Simon. 

To look at the pedigree of another 
American horse, take Gala Damion. He 
is 1834 per cent *Teddy and 1834 per 
cent Plucky Liege. He has two crosses 
to Domino and two crosses to Spearmint, 
and has St. Simon blood top and bottom. 
Why then the *Ortello importation, when 
here you have a young horse which will 
transmit *Teddy in optimum degree and 
which is already infiltrated with your in- 
valuable American lines? 


Hydrant is another case in point. He is 
1834 per cent Spearmint in a 3-4 gener- 
ation cross, homozygously linebred. He 
has St. Simon top and bottom, *Teddy 
figures in the top half and *Rock Sand 
and Commando in the bottom half. Will 
he get the chance he deserves at the stud? 
Will suitable mares be selected for him, 
or will he die unhonored and unsung? 

The fading stream of Carbine blood 
can be revived not by expensive importa- 
tions in a hit-or-miss method, but by tak- 
ing a mare such as Canina (1834 Spear- 
mint) and putting her to Hydrant. An 
offspring from such a mating must make 
the grade and preserve the blood. 

It is time that American breeders with 
the opportunity and control in their hands 
should wake up to realization that plan- 
ned breeding could make them masters of 
the Thoroughbred world. This Fitzluck 
theory I say in all modesty provides the 
path to that goal.

For April, May 


As during the first three months of the 
year, when track records were equaled or 
broken with regularity, the months of 
April and May also brought some note- 
worthy performances. Early in the year 
the three-furlong mark was the one re- 
duced most often, but during April and 
May the six-furlong record was the most 
brittle. At the other extreme, 114-mile rec- 
ords were broken four times. Three of 
these changes occurred at Tanforan, where 
a new racing strip was in use. Tanforan 
led in the number of new records with 19. 


The list below accounts for records set 
in April and May, except for the meeting 
at the Fair Grounds, Phoenix, Ariz. Be- 
cause results of the racing there in March 
were not available earlier, they are in- 
cluded here in order that the records for 
the year may be brought up to date. 


Fifty different horses were involved in 
the record-setting. They were eight fil- 
lies, 15 colts, 16 geldings, eight horses, 
and three mares. Each of the mares set 
two new records. Plucky Chat estab- 
lished marks for 1144 and 144 miles at 
Tanforan; Bee Golly hung out two new 
six-furlong records at Phoenix; and Barg- 
ing Lady set two new 1,4 alle records 
under the lights at Portland Meadows. 

The single world record made during 
the period was Saggy’s :5144 for 4% fur- 
longs at Havre de Grace. The Daily Rac- 
ing Form clocker timed Saggy in :524, 


which still was a new track record. How- 
ever, the time as recorded by the official 
track clocker will be accepted as a new 
world standard. Earlier in the year Saggy 
had set a new track record of :34 for three 
furlongs at Gulfstream Park. 

In addition to the three mares men- 
tioned above, other horses turned in more 
than one outstanding race. The durable 
and versatile Turbine equaled the track 
record of 1:10 for six furlongs at Gulf- 
stream Park on April 9, and set a new 
record of 1:4934 for 114 miles at Havre 
de Grace on May 2. The 6-year-old geld- 
ing Mat set records at 114 and 134 miles 
over the Belmont Park hurdle course. 


Hornbeam, Cabbie Boy, and Galla 
Damion, which had set records earlier in 
the year, registered new marks during 
April and May. Oldest campaigners to 
set new records were the 10-year-old geld- 
ings *Grasshopper 2nd and Franworth. 
2nd ran 1% miles in 
1:5324, and Franworth went 114 miles in 
2:38. Both were racing at Tanforan.

*Lolimi, for example, has never seemed 
able to settle down. The horse appar- 
ently has a lot of promise, and may one 
day get an opportunity to show it. He is, 
I believe, the only son of *Stardust ever to 
leave England, and as fine a judge of 
bloodlines as Neil S. McCarthy considers 
him one of the best bred horses in this 
country. 

The pride of the stable, of course, is 
*Radiotherapy, and Mrs. Peppers is so 
completely sold on him that she turned 
down eleven chances to breed him this 
spring at a fee of $2,500. He is by Hy- 
perion, the sire of * Alibhai, out of Belleva, 
and was considered one of the top five 
horses in England. 


The horses that Johnston had flown over 
from England last fall are *Lawfare, 
*Ragamuffin 2nd, and *Great Faith. *Law- 
fare, a smallish and rather mean-disposi- 
tioned son of Fair Trial, has shown much 
improvement recently and has been a good 
winner. *Great Faith bowed just when 
a race came up that appeared made to 
order for him, and his career as a runner 
has ended. He is a strongly bred fellow, 
by Fair Trial—Tornadic, whose second 
dam is the dam of *Shifting Sands. John- 
ston bought him primarily te stand at his 
new Orange Blossom farm, near Ontario, 
where he is collecting quite a band of at- 


tractive broodmares, most of them from 


England and Ireland. 


Sold by *Jury Box 


What started him looking in that direc- 
tion for a foundation for his stud farm was 
the rather tremendous success he had a 
few years ago with the sensationally fast 
*Jury Box. A compact horse with tre- 
mendous power in his shoulders, *Jury 
Box had been imported from Ireland by 
Mayer, and when he suffered a leg injury 
was sold to Johnston for $2,000. He was 
a great sprinter who had the misfortune to 
come along when racing was blacked out 
in California, and never had an oppor- 
tunity to show to his best advantage. At 
the moment, Trainer C. B. Leavitt is mak- 
ing another attempt to bring *Jury Box 
back to the races, but he is not too hope- 
ful. To preserve the family blood, John- 
ston bought *Lady Kildare, who is out of 
Whirling Dun, by Diligence, the dam of 
*Jury Box. 

Johnston is one of the most popular 
owners in California, and is as well-known 
by the boys on the backstretch as he is 
in the exclusive Turf Club. There is a 
sneaking hunch that he enjoys himself 
more around the stable area, where 
everyone knows him as the “Pie Man.” He 
is a perpetual enthusiast, with an infec- 
tious, boyish grin, and is always ready to 
stop for a moment or an hour and talk

To him, racing is more fun than 
anything, with the possible exception of 
baking pies, a business that has moved 
him up into the millionaire class. 


Pies to Paddocks 


Johnston has had a remarkable career. 
When he was a youngster at Fremont high 
school, in Los Angeles, he worked after 
hours as a delivery boy for a baker, and 
with his earnings purchased a_ second- 
hand truck. He proudly displayed the 
new possession to the baker, and requested 
a can of paint so that he could decorate it 
with the name of the concern. The baker 
could see no profit in buying paint for a 
truck he did not own, so Johnston got his 
own paint and whipped out his own name 
in bright lettering on the truck. 

That was the start of his business. The 
next thing he knew he was baking his own 
custard cream pies, delivering them in his 
own truck, and now he owns two of the 
largest bakeries in Los Angeles. His 
method of buying horses is not quite so 
direct. Most of them he has purchased 
sight unseen just because of something 
that caught his fancy in the horse’s record. 
But it must be a fairly good system. John- 
ston has been racing a stable in California 
for many years, and his horses always win 
their share of races. What’s more, you'll 
never find anyone who enjoys the sport 
quite as much as he does.

Hunting Song’s 
Sturdy Progeny 


WELLINGTON 

Although he died in 1940, the English- 
bred Hunting Song was a great influence 
on the Turf in New Zealand. Even today 
his stock continues to win races, although 
the majority have now reached an age 
when they are to be found in the role 
of jumpers. 

Recently the Auckland Racing Club 
presented the first of the big jumping 
meetings of the winter season, and the 
honours in both the Great Northern Hur- 
dles, run over 21% miles, ani the Great 
Northern Steeplechase, about ‘our miles, 
went to two of his sons. Hunting Mac, in 
spite of not having raced over the battens 
since last winter, led throughout the 
hurdles contest, and Brookby Song treat- 
ed the opposition similarly in the cross- 
country event, which entailed the negotia- 
tion of a hill of formidable dimensions. 

Among the many good-class horses 
Hunting Song sired were Gaine Carring- 
ton, winner of the Caulfield Cup, Chelms- 
ford Stakes, and Lloyd Stakes in Aus- 
tralia; Hunting Cry (Great Northern Der- 
by), Sporting Blood (N. Z. Derby), Pink 
Coat (Harcourt Cup), Stretto, Rakanui, 
Sly Fox, View Halloo and others. Unfor- 
tunately, none of them won at extreme 
distances on the flat, to thereby establish 
a reputation for their sire as a producer 
of stayers.

Nevertheless, he proved a most success- 
ful sire of jumpers in the major events of 
the Dominion wherein staying plays its 
part. Races such as the Great Northerns 
and the Grand National (run at Riccarton, 
in the South Island) are never won by 
non-stayers, and Hunting Song can claim 
through his progeny a formidable list of 
successes. 

He has been represented by the winners 
of the Great Northern Hurdles three times 
in the last four years. They are Hunting 
Mac, Bramble Song, and Hunto. At Ric- 
carton his stock have twice won the Grand 
National Hurdles, Flying Spy and Hunt- 
ique being two of his get to do so, and 
Clarion Call (twice) and Foxiana have 
taken the Grand National Steeples. 

The majority of the aforementioned 
horses came from mares who had plenty of 
staying blood in their veins, but the in- 
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fluence of Hunting Song is evident, more 
particularly where Hunting Mac is con- 
cerned, for his dam was a pure sprinter. 
However, the mare in question, Billikins, 
was got by Lucullus, whose stock invari- 
ably showed ability in bad ground, and her 
dam was got by Gluten, an English-bred 
son of Thurio who was imported to New 
Zealand from Victoria in 1906. Gluten 
sired two winners of the Great Northern 
Steeplechase, Gluepot in 1917, and Dick 
in 1926. 

Hunting Song was a compact horse of 
medium size, short-coupled, with the smart- 
actioned gait of the sprinter, but he poss- 
essed many of the characteristics of the 
male line of Thrush, who sired his dam. 
As a general purpose sire, Hunting Song 
was one of the most successful ever im- 
ported to New Zealand, and he headed the 
winning sires’ list six times.

Brazilian Derby 
And Oaks 


The Brazilian Derby (Grande Premio 
Cruzeiro do Sul) was the clash of two un- 
beaten 3-year-olds, the filly Garbosa Bru- 
leur and the colt Heliaco. A capacity 
crowd filled the Gavea race course at Rio 
de Janeiro for the sixty-fourth running of 
the event on June 1. 

The race was over the 2,400-meter dis- 
tance for a winner’s share of 500,000 of 
the gross value of 650,000 cruzeiros. 

All previous indications were that the 
two unbeaten horses would be able to stay 
the Derby distance. Also entered in the 
race was Heliaco’s stablemate, Heremon, 
third to stablemate Heron and the older 
champion Goyo in the Frederico Lundgren 
at 1144 miles.

Other starters were the colt Hereo, the 
filly Highland, the filly Heliada, and two 
outsiders, Jundiahy and Hydarnes. 

Heliada took the lead at the start and 
the first time past the stands it was Heli- 
ada in front by a head, followed by Here- 
mon, Heliaco, and Garbosa. In the back- 
stretch, Heliada still was leading, though 
the pace was not fast. Heremon was sec- 
ond a length back, Heliaco third by an- 
other length, with Garbosa Bruleur fourth. 
The others were beginning to feel the 
class of the leaders and losing contact. 

With six furlongs to go, Heliada in- 


creased her speed, but Heremon made a 
bid, and his stablemate Heliaco improved, 
with Garbosa Bruleur attacking also by 
the outside. When they entered the 
stretch, Heliaco challenged and caught 
Heliada two furlongs from home, winning 
by three lengths. Heliada was second, 
with Garbosa Bruleur third, followed by 
Hereo, Hydarnes, Heremon, Highland, and 
Jundiahy. The time, 2:2914, was good. 

The victory was Heliaco’s seventh with- 
out a defeat and the purse brought his to- 
tal earnings to 820,000 cruzeiros for the 
Paula Machado Stable. 

Heliaco is a fine individual, muscular 
and well balanced, with a very intelligent 
head. He has never been pressed up to 
now. 

Heliaco was the twelfth Derby winner 
for the Paula Machado family, the seventh 
for Trainer Ernani Freitas, and the second 
for Jockey Oswaldo Ulloa. Heliaco also 
is the second son of his sire, the French- 
bred Formasterus, to win the Derby. Heli- 
aco’s dam, Saphinha, was second in the 
Derby in 1938, and was a great stakes 
winner. 


The Brazilian Oaks 


Garbosa Bruleur, one of the finest fillies 
ever seen in Brazil, won the Brazilian Oaks 
over 2,400 meters, about 114 miles. The 
race was worth about 200,000 cruzeiros to 
the winner. 

Garbosa Bruleur had won six starts in 
1946 and added two more this year, de- 
feating Hainan in the Brazilian One Thou- 
sand Guineas counterpart, and Holkar in 
the Brazilian Two Thousand Guineas 
counterpart, to run her undefeated string 
to eight races preceding the Oaks.

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TRACKS AND MEETINGS 
Stull Betting 
Less Money 


The Atlantic City and Aqueduct race 
tracks closed their first meetings of 1947 
last week. 


Atlantic City, which closed its 21-day 
meeting on June 18, had held its first 
meeting about two months earlier than in 
1946. This probably was responsible for 
at least part of the attendance and pari- 
mutuel handle decreases, but it would not 
necessarily account for the decrease in per 
diem-per capita betting. Like those at 
other tracks which have completed their 
meetings, Atlantic City patrons were bet- 
ting less. 


The figures: Daily average attendance, 
10,060, down 34 per cent from the 15,616 
figure of last year; daily average pari- 
mutuel handle, $799,604, down 42 per cent 
from the $1,359,614 of last year; per diem- 
per capita betting, $79.48, down 9 per 
cent from the $87.06 figure of 1946. 

The attendance drop was less at Aque- 
duct, which had practically the same dates 
as last year. Daily average attendance 
was 23,277, down 6 per cent from the 24,- 
810 of 1946. Daily pari-mutuel average 
was $1,951,489, down 12 per cent from 
the $2,237,067 of last year. Per diem-per 
capita betting was down 7 per cent, from 
$90.16 to $83.83. 


Arlington Park and Monmouth Park 
opened last week. Monmouth Park, after 
three days, showed increases in daily aver- 
age attendance (up 6 per cent) and per 
diem-per capita betting (also up 6 per 
cent). However, as far as attendance was 
concerned, Monmouth Park’s opening 
three days this year had the advantage of 
being on Thursday, Friday and Saturday, 
with the usual heavy Saturday attendance 
bolstering the attendance average. 

More revealing, perhaps, is that on 
opening day in 1946 attendance was 18,- 
724, as compared with opening day this 
year when 16,596 persons attended. 

Pari-mutuel turnover on opening day 
this year was $1,107,686 as compared with 
betting of only $702,359 on opening day 
(Wednesday) in 1946. 

After three days, Monmouth Park per 
diem-per capita betting was $66.62, as 
compared with $62.72 last year. 


Arlington Park opened its 36-day meet- 
ing on June 16, with an estimated 16,000 
persons on hand to wager $972,325, as 
compared with a crowd of 18,000 who 
wagered $958,785 on the 1946 opener. 

After a full week at Arlington Park, 
average daily attendance was down 18 per 
cent, average daily pari-mutuel turnover 
was down 26 per cent and per diem-per 
capita betting was down 9 per cent. 


On Suburban Handicap Day at Belmont 
Park, 10,112 automobiles from various 
places in the U. S., Canada, Alaska, and 
the British West Indies were parked at the 
track.

Cup Horse to U.S. 


The first formally executed entry blank 
for Empire City’s international race, the 
Gold Cup, which has its inaugural run- 
ning at Jamaica on July 19, has been re- 
ceived in New York and announced in 
the interest of the $100,000 event. 

The entry is from Paris and is made in 
the name of Marcel Boussac, one of the 
best known French horsemen. 

The horse is a 3-year-old, highly re- 
garded on the French Turf, named Djelal, 
by Djebel out of Melusine. She is a daugh- 
ter of *Mahmoud, the sire of last year’s 
leading 2-year-old filly, First Flight. 

Djelal’s entry arrived here accompanied 
in your race in particular in spite of 
nac, manager of the racing interests of 
Boussac. After describing the colt and 
speaking of his record, Count de Brignac 
continued in his letter to say: 

“Under the conditions, M. Boussac has 
decided to enter him for the New York 
race so as to show how much he is interest- 
ed in international races in general and 
in your race in particular in spite of 
natural risks attendant on such a trip to 
one of the three or four best of his genera- 
tion here in France.” 

The colt, accompanied by his jockey 
and trainer, will be flown here next 
month. Current plans are to have him 
at Jamaica for about a week prior to the 
running of the race. 

Djelal’s record, up to the time of the 
making of his entry in the Gold Cup, 
showed him to have run six times as a 
2-year-old and three as a 3-year-old, never 
finished out of the money and only once 
as far back as third place. As a 2-year-old 
he won three races at 1,000 meters, was 
second in two and third in another. This 
distance is about the equivalent of our 
five-furlong races. 

This year he won his first start, then 
finished second in the French 1,000 Guin- 
eas at a bit more than a mile, and follow- 
ed this by winning handily in the Prix 
Lupin, at 15g miles. The Gold Cup over 
here will be at 154 miles. 


NEW SURFACE 


Laurel Park will have a new racing 
strip when the 25-day meeting opens at 
the Maryland track on Octuber 1. The 
new surface will be patterned after Dela- 
ware Park, with Clark Pardee, track 
superintendent, aiding in the rebuilding. 

The Maryland Jockey Club, operator of 
Pimlico, purchased Laurel Park last 
winter.

EXPENSES. Like many other horses 
quartered at New York tracks this spring, 
the 2-year-olds in Edward S. Moore’s Cir- 
cle M Stable developed coughs. The cost 
of curing them, in time and money: $700 
for penicillin, 60 days lost from training, 
according to Dan B. Midkiff, manager of 
the Circle M racing and breeding inter- 
ests. 

TAX PLANK. Harry Lee Waterfield, 
opening his campaign for the Democratic 
nomination for governor of Kentucky, 
plumped for a source of additional rev- 
enue: “A tax of not less than 5 per cent 
on pari-mutuels should be enacted.” 
PEDESTRIAN. Lucky Ed, entered in 
the second race at Narragansett Park 
June 13, broke away from handlers at the 
starting gate, jumped a fence, raced 
through the parking lot and out into New- 
port Avenue, Rumford. East Providence 
police organized a hunt, and motorists 
blinked their eyes as the horse ignored 
traffic signals before he finally was caught 
by his owner, A. R. Famiglietti, who had 
taken up pursuit in his automobile. Lucky 
Ed was returned to the stables apparently 
unhurt. Also unhurt were 63 ticketholders 
who had Lucky Ed and Marco B Good in 
the daily double. They received $37.60 
as a consolation payoff. 

NYLON. A new type of electrically- 
operated barrier will be used to start har- 
ness races at Saratoga Raceway this sea- 
son. The barrier is made of nylon net- 
ting, suspended across the track and at- 
tached to pillars mounted on small rail 
cars. When the cars move forward, the 
netting is carried forward and upward. 
BREAKS. Killed off in a rush of legis- 
lating by the California Legislature: sev- 
eral bills which provided for return of 
race track breakage to the bettors. Re- 
ports were that the legislature favored 
giving the breakage to the State College 
Agricultural School Fund. 

ONE, TWO, THREE. From a man in 
Birmingham, Ala., Mayor E. Leland Tay- 
lor of Louisville got a plea for help: How 
much did a $5 “spot” parlay amount to 
on Jet Pilot to win, Phalanx to place, 
Faultless to show, in the Kentucky Derby? 
His honor gathered up a fistful of pencils, 
a bundle of scratch paper, a newspaper 
reporter, went into a deep seance. The 
auswer, sent by telegram to the Birming- 
ham bettor: $147.50. 

DIED. At Harrogate, England, June 3, 
Charles Hannam, a professional backer 
of race horses who reportedly wagered as 
much as $8,000,000 a year. Hannam’s 
usual bet on a horse was between $32,000 
and $40,000, and he calculated his profit 
as never more than 5 per cent during a 
good season. His system: To reduce his 
bets to as near “evens” as possible by 
playing two or more horses in a race. In 
effect, he made book against the bookies. 
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ot a trumpet. Not a bugle, eitner. Guite approprfately, {t's a post horn 
that Harold Collinson blows when calling out the horses at Hollywood Park. 
His father before him was a coach guard and a somewhat renowned post-horn 
blower in England, when he worked for the Earl of Lonsdale. After a period 
in the Canadian Army during World War I, Harold Collinson embarked 
on a career built around a horn. For 20 years or more he has blown sweet 
notes at horse shows, race tracks. And his taste in tunics makes him orna- 
mental as well as useful.

HE more information made available to yearling buyers 

about the Keeneland consignment listed below, will enable 
buyers to make a truer evaluation of the quality of these 
yearlings. We believe that this is a high-level quality group. 
However, you buyers are going to be the judge of that fact 
and we welcome an inspection of the crop. 


The story of Doublrab has been told many times and does 
not need to be re-told, except that he was one of the fleetest 
sprinters in recent years. Doublrab was the first foal from 
Double Shamrock. The second was Jenny Shamrock (an un- 
raced daughter of Wanoah), and the third was Lucky Sham- 
rock (an August foaled sister to Doublrab). Moved from 
northern Illinois to Gallaher Farm in Kentucky, Double Sham- 
rock first produced Challe, a 1944 filly by Challedon. Sherrill 
Ward knew she was a very fast filly, she would show quite 


a burst of speed, didn’t have the strength to sustain it. Some- 
thing was wrong. An infection was found last winter. It was 
cured, and Challe has won this year. Last year Double Sham- 
rock’s 1945 colt by Challedon was sold to William Helis for 
$18,000. A big colt, he has not started yet. 


The Market Wise colt out of Lady Dean has more of a 
story than appears in the cataloging. Everything that Lady 
Dean has produced has won, including the stakes winner Head 
Start, winner of the Hyde Park Stakes, 2nd in Washington 
Park Juvenile Stakes in 1942. Head Start was owned by 
Dixiana and her stable thought she was one of the fastest 
fillies they had ever raced. Head Start got sick at the Fair 
Grounds in January of her 3-year-old year and died shortly 
afterwards. 


Noted below under the Market Wise colt, Benefactress is 
shown as “just a winner’. According to Pete Battles, her 
trainer, Benefactress was the fastest filly he had saddled. She 
won her first start in New York, was second in her next out- 
ing. She died within two days of her second start. Her tre- 
mendous promise remained unfulfilled.

Winner of $84,842, Doublrab won stakes in New York, Delaware, Maryland, and New England. He set a track 
record at Aqueduct (6 fur., 1:1025), equaled records at Aqueduct and Empire City.

Market Wise colt, half-brother to Head Start

KEENELAND MICROSCOPE 


Dedication of an electron microscope 
bought by the Keeneland Foundation and 
installed at the University of Kentucky for 
research purposes was to be held at the 
University on the evening of June 25. A 
demonstration of the apparatus was to fol- 
low the dedication. 


The microscope, latest development in 
its field, and the only one in Kentucky, 
was bought for use by qualified persons 
in the State for bacteriological and other 
research. The Keeneland Foundation, 
through which the non-profit race track 
distributes its funds, also provided the 
money for sending a member of the Uni- 
versity faculty to a special school for in- 
struction in the use of the microscope. 

Numerous applications in science, medi- 
cine, and industry already have been 
found for the electron microscope. In the 
chemical field, it is used in the determin- 
ation of particle size and shape, analysis 
of materials, detection of impurities, and 
the study of molecular structure. 

In metallurgy, the microscope is used 
in the analysis of ores, the study of proc- 
essing, and the examination of fine surface 
details. In bacteriology, it is used for 
viewing and photographing bacteria and 
viruses too small to be seen with ordinary 
microscopes. 

Present useful 1ange of the conventional 
microscope is a magnification of about 
1,500 diameters. With the electron micro- 
scope a magnification of about 22,000 is 
possible. 

With the aid of the electron microscope, 
research projects already are under way 
in the studies of smallpox bacteria, viruses 
that attack bacteria, and along other lines.

Governor Dwight H. Green on June 20 
announced the re-appointment to six-year 
terms of the three members of the Illinois 
Racing Board. 

Members are William E. Fay, Frank E. 
Mandel, and Major Ednyfed H. Williams,

recently completed their first terms. Clem- 
ent A. Nance, Board secretary, will con- 
tinue in that post.

The Gran Premio di Milano, our richest 
race, at 17% miles, for 3-year-olds and up 
at weight for age, on June 22, is expected 
to verify for us whether Donato di Niccolo 
and Tenerani, Federico Tesio’s No. 1 and 
2 respectively for staying races, are really 
good horses. It looks as though they are. 
Donato di Niccolo’s defeat by Furigolo 
on the 114 miles of the Premio Ambrosi- 
ano was followed by Tenerani’s victory 
in the Derby at Rome. 


In the Derby, Scuderia Aterno’s best 
horse, Scanno, out of a Derby winner, 
came close to winning the race, leading at 
one time by several lengths. This horse 
likes to run in front and is a lot better 
than average when he does. 

Tenerani, however, caught him about 
midway through the stretch (our Derby 
final stretch measures about half a mile) 
and the two colts fought all the way to the 
post, with a final neck advantage going 
to Tenerani. 

Tenerani is a plain horse, cold-tempered 
and lazy, likes distance, and needs to be 
ridden thoroughly.

At a longer distance the difference be- 
tween Tenerani and Scanno may become 
more clear. 


Gladiolo was already in top form at this 
time last year, and he galloped in the 
Derby with absolute superiority. It will 
be difficult for any Italian classic horse 
this season to show such perfect condition 
as Gladiolo did from March to June of 
last year, though we know that Gladiolo 
hasn’t been one of our greatest horses. 

Victory in this year’s Derby was the 
nineteenth in 37 years for 78-year-old Fed- 
erico Tesio. He is: our most illustrious 
figure in the Turf world. 

Tenerani is by Bellini, Derby winner in 
1940, later exported to Germany, and un- 
reported for a long time. Both Tenerani’s 
parents won the Braune Band of Deutsch- 
land (Brown Ribbon of Germany), Bell- 
ini in 1940 and Tofanella in 1934. Tofan- 
ella foaled the outstanding filly Tokamura, 
one of the best 3-year-olds in 1943. 

Although Tofanella was not properly a 
stayer, her get like to run a distance.

The Oaks 


With the running of the Oaks on May 4 
at San Siro, the fillies have completed 
their classic season and should now look 
ahead to meeting colts in the Premio 
d'Italia and the Gran Premio di Milano. 

One really good filly has emerged. She 
is Zambra, a beautiful chestnut by Zucca- 
rello—Katherine Roet. She previously had 
won the Regina Elena in Rome, and, 
though she hadn’t raced since, she won the 
Oaks, over 134 miles, in a good style. 

When she won the Elena, I wrote that 
this filly would do well at a distance; both 
her sire and dam suggest the existence of 
stamina in her blood. 

In the Oaks, Zambra rushed past the 
leaders in the stretch to win by a length 
over the Razza del Soldo filly, Viola, which 
had substantially improved since the run- 
ning of the Regina Elena. Third was Ol- 
gia, owned by Razza Ticino, and fourth 
was Illusa. The two entries Rosanella and 
Gordigiana started as favorites but fin- 
ished behind Illusa. Part of their poor 
showing may have been due to poor con- 
dition: Rosanella had run only once in 
the season, and Gordigiana hadn’t run 
since last fall. Rosanella led at the half- 
way mark, then faded. 


From the Oaks, it looks as if we have 
a dependable leader in this division. I 
should regard Zambra as a very complete 
filly, since she has won with equal ability 
at a mile and at 13 miles, and I do not 
doubt that she also would be competent at 
114 miles and over. 


I would not compare Zambra to last 
year’s Oaks winner, Piavola, because the 
latter is also doing well at four this year, 
while Zambra probably will be retired 
after her 3-year-old campaign, according 
to the practice of the Razza di Rozzano. 

These two fillies are the best we’ve had 
in the last two years, and both of them 
can sprint or stay. The Razza di Rozzano 
also won the Oaks in 1945 with Zamora, 
by Pilade—Flumigela. (Flumigela is dam 
of Zuccarello, sire of Zambra.) 


The Razza di Rozzano is having a very 
good year as breeder and owner. The 
stable has a good colt in Zaptie, full broth- 
er to Zuccarello, sire of Zambra. Zaptie 
is being rested and will run again late in 
the summer. Zuccarello also has got two 
more winners of good races this season: 
Zillo, out of Alciona, and Vadumni, out of 
Valona, by Cameronian. 

Another pedigree of some renown is 
that of the winner of the Premio dell’ 
Avvenire in Milan, over five furlongs. This 
was the first important race for 2-year-olds. 
The winner was Trencore, by Bozzetto— 
Talma, a full brother to the Regina Elena 
winner Dalmazia, and half-brother to top 
champions Traghetto and Trau. I think

Omnium, Capanelle, Rome, May 25, 3- 
year-olds and upward, 114 miles. Winner, 
Seanno.

This race follows the Derby and was 
established for testing colts from the 
Derby with older horses. The race turned 
out as a close fight between Scanno and 
Fante. Scanno, second in the Derby, won 
by a neck from Fante. Fante did not ap- 
pear at his best, but Scanno proved cour- 
ageous and tenacious. 


Premio Emilio Turati, San Siro, Milan, 
May 25, 1 mile. Winner, Zanlupo. Sec- 
ond, Duccio. Zanlupo is a 4-year-old and 
champion of that age group. In winning 
here he confirmed his liking of middle 
distances, defeating Duccio, a 3-year-old 
which had won the Emanuele Filiberto in 
April. Zanlupo is owned by Razza di 
Rozzano. 

Premio d'Italia, San Siro, June 1, 3- 
year-olds, 144 miles. This classic is ex- 
pected to confirm the class of the horse 
who wins the Derby in Rome. There was 
a field of six colts. The first three horses 
were Tenerani, Donato di Niccolo, and 
Duccio, all from the stable of Federico 
Tesio. The beaten field included Scud- 
eria Mantova’s entry of Furigolo, fourth. 
and Bragadin, sixth, plus Corsaro, fifth. 

Tenerani won by one and a half-lengths 
in 2:2985, ranking among the best times 
ever attained aside from the record of 
2:2815 which Moroni established in 1940. 

The smashing victory of the Tesio horses 
was quite expected since Tenerani and 
Donato di Niccolo had been first and sec- 
ond in the Derby and Premio Ambro- 
siano. 


Although Federico Tesio is not new to 
such outstanding accomplishments, yet he 
had not won the first three places in an 
important race since the Premio Parioli 
in 1943, 


The Premio d'Italia is a severe test. The 
115-mile course has two stretches of about 
five furlongs each, linked by a great turn. 
The last part of the course is slightly up- 
hill. Proof of the severity of the race is 
that almost all Derby winners in Rome of 
average class have been beaten in this 
race, while all the top winners in Rome 
have scored the double with Milan’s race.
